The following address on ‘“Condi- 
tions in the Orient, was broadcast 
Tuesday night by G. H. Crane- 
Williams, who owns the Crane Bill 


Ranch at Dimsdale and who recently 
returned from China and Japan: 

Good evening everybody. It is a 
great pleasure for me to be back again 
in this great country and I only wish 
I were able to come and visit all my 
friends around here. This is impos- 
sible, so let me wish you all a good 
average year, free of all anxiety and 
in the old English toast, may “God 
speed the plough.” 

Rather less than a month ago I was 
in China after spending several weeks 
in Japan and I am persuaded there are 
many Hsteners who will be interested 
in the things I saw and learnt while 
there, concerning the war. 

One of the first things to puzzle 
everyone is the nature of the conflict, 
now raging between China and Japan, 
as no declaration of war has been 
made by either country upon the other 
and yet there is no doubt a very ter- 
rible war is in progress. It is called 
an undeclared war and there may be 
several reasons for this, primarily the 
question of neutrality to be observed 
by other nations when a state of de- 
clared war exists, would adversely af- 
fect supplies and there is the danger 
of other nations with obligations or 
treaties being drawn in. 

There is, however, some logic in this 
non-declaration of a state of war and 
it Hes in this, Jaran is not at war with 
the Chinese people, and has repestedly 
declared her enemy is the lawless

Chinese army led by self seeking war 
lords, 

1 think she could better describe her 
hostility as solely directed against 
these lawless leaders, who are not only 
the enemies of Japan, but the enemies 
of Chinese millions too. 

I make bold to say that scarcely has 
there been an honest leader in China 
since the Revolution, never has there 
been a true patriot who placed his 
country’s interest before his own, and 
it is these oppressors who filched the 
revenues, robbed and pillaged, the poor 
and merchant classes alike, who billet- 
ted their hordes of mercenaries upoi 
the villagers leaving them like a locust 
ravaged field, it is these oppressors 
who are responsible for the backward 
conditions of the Chinese today, and 
for the war within her borders. 

The whole world sympathizes with 
the Chinese under-dog, one of the most 
industrious and loyal creatures in the 
world, but who has never been given 
a chance to better his lot, or even en- 
joy the common necessities of life. 

I venture to say further that if the 
brave soldiers of China only knew, 
those poor deluded peasants, those 
mere boys who, ill fed, ill clad, worse 
equipped, were held in the trenches, in 
some cases with fetters of chain and 
frequently forced to hold on to lost 
positions by the bayonets of their own 
people behind them. I say, if they 
only knew how they themselves and 
their country has been exploited and 
robbed, how even now, in her direst 
hour of peril the officials are feather- 
ing their nests out of the purchase of 
the very sinews of war, they would 
abandon the fight against the foreign 
foe and turn and rend those who are 
their real oppressors and who will 
desert them the moment they realize 
the fight is hopeless, 

I suppose there will never be any 
solid agreement as to why the war 
was embarked upon, even as there will 
always be doubt as to how it com- 
menced and who started it. Such in 
outbreak was possible any time during 
the past quarter of a century, and 
close observers will tell you it was in- 
evitable; there had to be a show down. 
It is quite possible that China was 
placed in the position of a potential 
enemy through no fault of her own, 
but. rather from her geographical po- 
sition in relation to Russia, between 
which country and Japan enmity has 
existed for many years. Japan makes 
no effort to conceal a growing animos- 
ity towards the Soviet State and it is 
an open secret that immediately the 
time is ripe a greater clash will take 
piace between these two countries; in 
fact it can truthfully be said, the pre- 
sent war in China has only postponed 
the greater war which Japan has long 
contemplated with Russia. 

The spark which ignited the flare 
around Shanghai exemplifies the truth 
of the old saying, how easy it is to 
light a fire today upon the embers of 
yesterday's and the fighting which de- 
veloped into a real war in the North 
was really not surprising when it is 
realized how provocative have been 
the manoeuvres of the Japanese troops 
stationed there. 

You may remember that after the 
Boxer Rebellion nearly forty years ago

Weekly News Letter From 


Parliament B 


By RENE PELLETIER, M.P. 


OTTAWA, April 8.—I have always 
tried to be fair in commenting upon 
the business of the House in all of 
these Weekly Letters. I intend toa 
continue along that line. If you find 
a good deal of criticism today, it is 
not by any means unfair; it is impos- 
sible to do anything else than to 
criticize severely the attitude that the 
government has taken concerning un- 
employment. 

During the first session 
government came into office we were 
satisfied to give them every oppor- 
tunity to make good their promise to 
abolish poverty in Canada. We realize 
the difficult task before the govern- 
ment, and so were content to wait. 
The following year we were told that 
the problem could not be solved unless 
a commission was appointed to gather 
the necessary statistical information— 
which means that people had to be 
sorted and counted before it could be 
determined whether or not they should 
have jobs or even food—and so the 
famous Purvis Commisison was ap- 
pointed. 

This gentleman, with the assistance 
of a large and skilled staff of experts, 
dashed around the country in an aero- 
plane, while his nose-counters came 
along behind him, armed with pencils, 
papers, typewriters and adding 
machines, and duly counted and sorted 
the people. We thought, of course, 
that when the work of this commis- 
sion was compiled and their report 
handed in, that at last a solution to 
the unemployment problem would have 
been given to Canada. The report ‘was 
tabled some time ago. 

On Monday of this week the Minister 
of Labor, the Honorable Norman Mcl. 
Rogers, brought in a resolution con- 
cerning assistance towards the allevia- 
tion of unemployment and agricultural 
distress, and made a three and a half 
hour speech which was a model of 
reticence. He referred to the Purvis 
Commission's Report, and told us that 
it was too bad but the unemployed 
would now have to wait for the report 
of the Rowell Commission, It is enough 
to make. anybody mad. The _ only 
recommendation which the Purvis 
Commission could give the Minister 
was that we should develop our tourist 
trade. There is nothing new in this, 
and certainly there is no need fur a 
half a million dollar commission to tell 
us to increase our tourist trade; «cvery- 
body knows that. And so, my good 
friends, if you have no job, don’t be 
worried, the Minister of Labor will 
establish training centres to teach 
people how to sell “hot dogs” to 
American tourists; or else, if you do 
not like that calling, wait around, have 
a little patienee, there is another com- 
mission at work. 


Unemployment figures are rising 
once more in Canada, and the famous 
term, “Business Recession,” is slowly 
being dropped and the old word, “De- 
pression,” being used more often. The 
same thing is true of the U. S. A. 
Roosevelt has just announced a vast 
public works program to fight the de- 
pression in that country. Where did 
we hear about this before. There is 
only one possible conclusion to be 
drawn from all this. There is no solu- 
tion to this problem under our present 
economic system, There never was a 
better time or better opportunity for 
the Liberal Party to prove that pros- 
perity could be brought about by in- 
creasing our foreign trade. Every 
country in the world today is spending 
vast sums of money, and there never 
was a better opportunity for Canada 
to develop foreign markets. Of course 
the government now realizes these 
markets are not available. The answer 
is simple: every nation desires a 
favorable trade balance, and therefore 
will do its utmost to use its own pro- 
duction. After the world becomes in- 
dustrialized and scientific discoveries 
displace the need for natural products, 
markets become more and more re- 
stricted. 


So far as Canada is concerned the 
result is now plainly seen. Our 
foreign trade has fallen by 50 per cent 
over last year. Furthermore, how can 
it be logical to maintain that it is 
necessary to ship our goods out to 
some other country before we, our- 
selves, can use a portion of them? 
When foreign trade is used simply for 
the purpose of procuring the things 
which we do not produce, then it is 
desirable; but when the welfare of a 
country depends wholly upon foreign 
markets, then God help that country 
in this changing world,

ELECTORAL REFORM 


Apparently the charges laid by the 
Honorable R. B. Bennett early in the 
session, and the agitation in the House 
which I caused when I insisted that a 
committee should be appointed to look 
into these charges, have apparently 
brought results. This week two bills 
were brought in by the government: 
one is called an act respecting political 
expenditures and the other is an act 
respecting the franchise of electors 
and election of members of the House 
of Commons, This last act contains 
158 pages; it is really a revision of 
the old act. Bill 90, however, is a new 
bill and it attempts to define a pro- 
cedure such that the source and dis- 
tribution of all contributions for fed- 
eral political purposes shall be readily 
traceable and to limit the expenditures 
which may be incurred in promoting 
the election of any candidate for mem- 
bership in the House of Commons. 

This type of legislation should have 
been enacted many years ago. It is 
a well known fact that to elect a 
member to the House of Commons in 
certain eastern constituencies costs all 
tne way up to $80,000. 

No one can make me believe that 
those who supply these funds have no 
control over the elected member. As 
political competition becomes keener 
throughout the coun‘ry, vested inter- 
ests have more at stake than ever

I wish to sow a feed crop of oats on 
a rich river flat where previous grain 
crops have lodged badly. Could you 
suggest some grass seed to sow with 
the oats? Would this prevent it from 
lodging? Or what would you advise? 
This land is sandy loam. — (Mrs.) 
L. McA., Rolla, B.C. 

Ans.: 
the oats would be unlikely to have 
much effect in subduing the growth of 
the oats and causing them to stand up 
unless the grass itself made a phen- 
omenal “catch.” Brome at 18 pounds 
per acre or timothy at 5 pounds could, 
however, be used.

HULLESS OATS FOR WEANLING 
PIGS 


By W. D. Albright 
“xperimental Substation, 
Beaverlodge, Alta, 
(Experimental Farms Note) 

Young pigs have high efficiency for 
the conversion of nourishing food into 
weight increase but Tow efficiency for 
the utilization of fibre. Except for | 
this latter fact, ordinary oats would be 
a suitable grain, but the hulls dilute 
the food too much, and, unless very 
finely ground or else coarse enough to 
be rejected during mastication, they 
irritate and clog the digestive tract. 
It is often advised to screen oat chop 
for weanling pigs, but this is a labori- 
ous task frequently neglected.

Unless mechanical means can be 
found to dehull ordinary oats, the 
simpler way is to grow a variety that 


threshes free of the hull, Years ago 


the late Sir (then Dr.) Chas. E 
Saunders bred two such varieties, 
Liberty and Laurel, for the express 
purpose of feeding young pigs and 


chickens and for making oatmeal por- 
ridge. Laurel proved slightly the 
heavier vielder but is rather short- 
strawed for drouthy seasons. In 19 
years’ tests at Beaverlodge Liberty 
proved about 84 days earlier than 
Banner and yielded nearly 85 per cent 
as much meat. In a briefer compari- 


son Laurel matured practically with | 
Banner, yielding 58 bushels per acre 
as against 51 from Liberty, | 

Both varieties of hulless are prone 


infestation and are easily in- 
jured by formaldehyde, but careful 
treatment with copper carbonate o1 
mercuric dusts ensures a clean crop, 

Hulless oats cross readily with or-| 
dinary oats. It is imuprtant to take 
pains to ensure purity, and then it moy 
be necessary to go back from time tu 
time for re-selected foundation stock. 

Hulless oats are rather tough to 
thresh and summer storage in bulk 1s 
sometimes a problein, 

While one correspondent says he 
has adopted Liberty as his only variety 
of oats, most growers would be content 
to raise a small field of them every 
two or three years, reserving the 
supply for special purposes, Better if 
one or two farmers could raise enough 
for a neighborhood, 

Feeding trials at Beaverlodge years 
ago indicated that when hulless oats 
constituted a large percentage of the 
grain ration for pigs and poultry there 
wns a pronounced tendency to over- 
fatness, but this does not apply to 9 
few weeks’ use for the weanlings. Te 
hulless oats may be creep-fed whole on 
a clean board floor or in a flat trough,

ECEIVING deposits or making loans, Canada’s 
banks are dealing largely with other people’s 
money. Parliament has placed the strictest safe- 
guards around the handling of other people’s money. 


When you deposit, or when you borrow, the 
strong right arm of the nation itself is thrown about 
you, for banking is subjected, through The Bank 
Act, to greater Government regulation, stricter 
supervision and more penetrating Parliamentary 
scrutiny than any other business in Canada. 


Banks assemble the surplus funds of millions of Cana- 
dians, mostly in small sums. Based on these deposits, 
and their own resources, they make credit available 
where needed, for agriculture, commerce, industry, 
lumbering, mining, fishing, transportation, markets, 
governments, municipalities and individuals. 


These are grave responsibili- 
ties. In discharging them the 
banks are well supervised. 


Charters of all Canadian 
banks expire at the end of every 
ten years; they can be renewed 
for no more than ten years and 
then only after the most search- 
ing parliamentary investigation 
of the whole business of banking. 
Can you name any other form 
of enterprise in Canada in which 
every company’s charter expires 
at one time? Or which has to 
undergo parliamentary investi- 
ration as a condition to continu. 
jog in business? 


Parliament can, of course, 
amend The Bank Act at any 
time, but every ten years that 
Act is thrown open for what is 
known as the “Decennial Revi- 
sion”. Bank officers are called 
before the Ranking and Com- 
merce Committee of the House 
of Commons. They are examined 
and croas-examined by members 
and every phase of banking is 
fully disclosed. 


It is a large committee which 


includes many of the ablest 
minds in Parliament, Every 
province and every political 


party is represented on. it, 80 
that Canadians do not lack in 
any sense for the most penetrat- 
ing examination of the business 
of banking. 


Canadians as a people thus 
regulate the business of banking 
through their elected representa- 
tives, Into The Bank Act, by 
reason of the werk of this Com- 
mittee over the years, have been 
built all of ‘the safeguards 
prompted by experience, 


In addition, Canada's char- 
tered banks are supervised in 
various other ways and operate 
under almost continuous scrut- 
iny. Shareholders appoint their 
own auditors—chartered accoun- 
tants—who closely examine each 
bank’s affairs. 


Then there is an Inspector 
Generai of Banks, an officer 
under the Minister of Finance, 
whose duty it is to keep through- 
out the year a vigilant eye upon 
banking operations. He has ac- 
cess to all bank records. 


Banks have to make statutory 
returns to the Minister of Fin- 
ance and to the Bank of Canada, 
periodically. Heavy penaltics are 
provided neglect to meke 


them or if they contain falsity 
or deceit. 


Each month they must report 
to the Government the total of 
loans made to bank directors or 
to firms in which they are part- 
ners, and of loans which directors 

uarantee. The return of Janu 
Bist, 1938, shows that the total 
of such loans does not amount 
to more than 1/98th part of the 
total bank loans. 


There is no “money mono- 
poly” in banking. Any group of 
responsible people who will get 
$500,000 capital subscribed and 
half of it paid up, and who fulfil 
the requirements of The Bank 
Act, can start a bank, The re- 
quirements are devised to safe- 
guard the people against fly-by- 
night promoters, 


Up till 1934 chartered banks 
issued their own notes to the 
amount of their paid-up capital 
and might, on occasion, exceed 
that sum under definite and rigid 
legal limits. 


In establishing the Bank of 
Canada, Parliament provided 
that for ten years from and in- 
cluding 1936, there should be a 
steady year by year reduction in 
the note circulation of the char- 
tered banks. 


We can issue our own notes 
now only up to 85 per cent. of 
our paid-up capital. Each year, 
as this reduction takes place, the 
note issue of the Bank of Canada 
increases. 


Thus it must be seen that 
banks have never had an un- 
limited power to issue notes— 
they have always been definitel 
restricted by Parliament, wit 
heavy fines as penalties for any 
breach of these restrictions, 


There is no mystery about the 
work of Canada’s chartered 
banks—their doings are an open 
book to the Dominion Govern- 
ment, through the Minister of 
Finance, his officers, and the 
Bank of Canada.

It is necessary 
merely to conceal the actual nature 
or source of the light. 

You must give long exposures if 
only candle-light or ordinary lamp 
light is available but if you use 
endugh flood bulbs, you can take 
snapshots with a box camera, 

For a “fireside picture,” tuck away 
a photo bulb in the corner of the 
fireplace, using an extension cord 
(see Diagram 1). Don’t let the cord 
show. In your picture, all the light 
seems to come from a fire, Use three 
large flood bulbs, in cardboard re- 
flectors, for a box camera snapshot.

You get candle-light and lamp- 
light effects with the arrangement 
in Diagram 2. Light from the flood 
bulb and lamp comes from the 
same direction, so that shadowa fall 
naturally. Note that you point the 
camera so that the photo bulbs don't 
show in the picture.
